For Oysters Poulette, cook a 

rounded teaspoon of flour 
in two walnuts of butter, with- 
out colouring 1% Aavay from 
the heat and ‘whom slightly 
cooled, whisk in pint milk 
with its crtam, Let this sauce 
simmer while the oysters poach 
in- their own liquor, just long 
enough for the edges to curl, 
Then ft them into a heated

Add ‘a teaspoon ef lemon 
Juice to the oyster stock, then 
quickly boil it until rectuced a, 
little. Stir it Into the sauce. 
Have ready two eng yolks 
beaten with two to threo 
tablespoons double cream. Stir 
them into the sauce and reheat 
without boiling. Pour thls over 
tho oysters and oetye with 
pilaff of rico. ‘ 

A little paprika worked into 
the flour und butter gives the 
sauco a warmish plnk tone and 
adds to its flavour. The addition 
of a lillie sherry to'the cream 
rauce, omitting the lemon juice, 
brings it near: cnoush to Sauce 
Newbury. To give Oysters 
Poulctte a little more dulk, add
